CAPE TOWN - President Pieter 
Botha yesterday announced a re- 
prieve for the “Sharpeville Six™, just 
hours after the Appeal Court turned 
down an application to reopen the 
trial into the case. 

The “Sharpeville Six” - five men 
and a woman — were sentenced to 
death in 1985 for complicity in the 
mob murder of a black mayor in 
September 1984. 

A spokesman for the South Afri- 
can Justice Department said the six. 
whose long-running case has drawn 
intermational attention, were among 
13 people on death row whose sen- 
tences Botha commuted. The death 
sentences on the six were replaced 
with.prison terms of between 18 and 
25 years. 

The case of the six had become a 
cause for international concern be- 
cause they were not proved to have 
participated directly in the Killing, 
but were held to be part of and to 
have “common purpose” with the 
vengeful mob.

Australian Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke yesterday called on Israel to 
recognize the positive elements in the 
Palestinian declaration of statehood, 
and France pondered a move to up- 
grade the PLO's diplomatic status.

Arafat due 
in Jordan 
for talks 
with Hussein 


PLO chairman Yasser Arafat is . 


due to arrive in Amman by the 
weekend for meetings with King 
Hussein, Radio Monte Carlo re- 
ported yesterday. 

Hussein held talks with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad earlier this 
week to persuade him to join the 
other Arab states in recognizing the 
Algiers declaration of a Palestinian 
state. 

In Tunis, Farouk Kaddoumi. the 
head of the PLO’s political depart- 
ment, told reporters that Arafat will 
ask the UN to give a seat to the 
newly proclaimed state when he ad- 
dresses the General Assembly next 
month. 

However, State Department 
spokesman Charles Redman said 
that “nothing new has happened in 
the last 24 hours concerning a visa 
for Arafat. There has been no deci- 
sion on this matter and no applica- 
tion has been made at any American 
embassy for such a visa. As you 
know there will be no decision if 
there is no such application.” 

Arafat said on Tuesday he would 
address the UN on December 6 or 7 
and PLO officials said the speech 
would be the climax of a PLO diplo- 
matic campaign to win support for 
the newly declared state, already 
recognized by more than 50 
countries. 

A UN seat for Palestine would 
need approval in the Security Coun- 
cil, where the U.S. has a veto. Some 
other PLO officials have said they 
doubt the organization has much 
chance of raising its status above 
that of permanent gbserver. 

Salah Khalaf, co*founder of Fa- 
tah, told a/-Siyassah newspaper that 
the PNC endorsed Resolution 242 as 
a basis for an international confer- 
ence on the Middle East, not for 
peace.

Uri Naor, veteran 
diplomat, dies at 82

Uri Naor, ἃ former ambassador 
and a leading activist of the pre- 
World ‘War Π Zionist movement in 
Czechoslovakia, died in Jerusalem 
“yesterday. He was 82. 

Before coming to Palestine in 
1938, Naor edited the Prague peri- 
odical Selbtswher, which was consid- 
ered one of the outstanding Zionist 
publications in Europe. Naor, a law- 
yer, also served in Prague as an offi- 
cial stenographer of the pre-war 
Czech iament. 

After a stint in the Jewish Agency 
and in the British army's Jewish Bri- 
gade. | Naof joined the Foreign Min- 
istry at its inception in 1948. In his 
‘diploniatic career he sérved as press 
‘attache in Bonn, consul-general in 
Zurich and ambassador to Chile. He 
retired from the foreign service in 
1969. His Book of Zionism was 
translated into Czech.

It was not Shulamit Shamir’s in- 
tention to awaken interest in Juda- 
ism when she visited Bulgaria earlier 
this month, but that was one of her 
achievements. 


The prime minister's wife. who 
was in Sofia to attend a symposium 
marking the 45th anniversary of the 
rescue of Bulgarian Jews during the 
Holocaust, had brought a Hanukka 
menora as ἃ gift for Dr. Josef Astru- 
kov, a Jewish parliamentarian who 
is also president of Okpoe, the Jew- 
ish Social, Cultural and Educational 
Organization in Bulgaria. 

it was Astrukov who invited Sha- 
mir to the symposium when she first 
visited the country of her birth two 
years ago. Both he and his wife are 
Jewish, but their sons are married to 
gentilés. 

The Astrukov grandchildren, who 
are non-Jews, were very interested 


in the menora and received 4 com- 
prehensive explanation from their 
grandmother of its history and pur- 
pose. When the Astrukovs told Sha- 
mir how deeply the menora affected 
the youngsters, she said she hoped 
they would use it on Hanukka. As- 
trukov’s rejoinder was that he. was 
an atheist and didn't believe in per- 
petuating religious traditions. To 
which Shamir responded that 
since the lamp had such symbolic 
significance in Jewish history. he 
could light it without compromising 
his atheism. 


Apparently the message struck 
home. When he came to see her off 
at the airport in Sofia. Astrukos 
asked her when Hanukka falls this 
year. 


Shulamit Shamir's second visit to 
Sofia. from which she returned this 
week, was different in many re- 
spects from the first. The 1986 visit 
Tepresented the closing of a circle. 


She had left Bulguria in 1941 to sail 
as an illegal immigrant to Palestine. 
Forty-five years later. she returned 
as the wife of the foreign minister of 
Israel. It wus a very personal visit in 
which she touched base with people 
and places of her youth. 


This visit was more public. with 
media interviews and press confer- 
ences. She was interviewed on tele- 
vision on the night of her arrival, 
and she was gratified the following 
day when strangers cume up to her 
in the street and praised her com- 
mand of the Bulgarian language. 


Shamir told The Jerusalem Post 
that she attributed the success of 
both her visits to her ability to com- 
municate in Bulgarian. 

She stressed to the official Bulgari- 
an news agency. which organized 
the symposium. that she was proud 
of the fact that the Bulgarian people 
had risen against the fascist govern- 
ment in the 1940s to save the coun- 


trv's 50.004) Jews from deportation. 
The agency has negotiated with an 
Amentcan publisher to release a 
book on the subject in English and 
has asked Shamir tv help publish the 
book in Hebrew. 

Asked whether she saw herself as 
a bridge between Israel and Bulgar- 
ia. Shamir said she did and added 
that she dreamed of the renewal of 
bilateral ties, cut in 1967. She said 
she believed trade ties would pave 
the way for the renewal of diplomat- 
ic relations. - 

On her fast night in Sofia, Shamir 
hosted a dinner to which she invited 
politicians, academics and media 
personalities. “There was nothing 
tike it since 1967." she said: describ- 
ing the event as “a pro-Israel 
demonstration.” 

When her guests asked about her 
next visit, Shamir told them that the 
next time she hopes to accompany 
the prime minister and show him the 
land where she has her roots.

Claims mayor made ‘slanderous’ remarks 


about ‘harassment’ of Arab neighbours 


Yeshiva sues Kollek

The Shuvu Banim yeshiva is suing 


Mayor Teddy Kollek for what it de-. 


scribes as slanderous public com- 
ments about the yeshiva’s students 
harassing their Arab neighbours. 

The suit names as respondents 
Kollek and Amir Cheshin, the may- 
or’s adviser for Arab affairs, a yeshi- 
va official said yesterday. Shuvu 
Banim. formerly known as Birkat 
Avraham, is demanding $10,000 in 
damages and a public apology from 
the mayor. 

Lawyer Asher Axelrod filed the 
libel suit in the Jerusalem Magis- 
trates’ Court earlier this week. The 
municipality's legal department is 
now ‘preparing its defence. deputy 
city spokesman Tirza Frenkel con- 
firmed yesterday. 

“Since the subject is before the 
court, we cannot comment on the 
charges,” she said. 

Kollek has repeatedly said that he 
favours removing the yeshiva from 
the Old City's Moslem Quarter and 
replacing it with some other yeshiva 
“capable of behaving as a good 
neighbour.” 

Appearing before the Knesset In- 
terior Committee in May, Kollek 
and Cheshin said that sewage was 
flowing from the yeshiva's toilets 


into the bedrooms of the Arabs who 
live below them. 

According to the lawsuit, which 
cites the minutes of the Interior 
Commitice meeting. Kollek said 
that the yeshiva refused ta do any- 
thing to solve that prabiem. The 
municipality was under the impres- 
sion that Shuvu Banim had inten- 
tionally directed its sewage pipes to- 
wards its neighbours’ bedrooms. he 
said, 

Kollek reportedly added that the 
yeshiva students urinated from the 
roof of their building onto their 
neighbours below. The students are 
also known to be armed, he said. 

According to the lawsuit, more 
than two months before Kollek ac- 
cused the yeshiva of fouling its 
neighbours" apartments, the city en- 
gineer in charge of sewage said in 
court that the problem had been 
corrected. As for the alleged fire- 
arms, the police searched the yeshi- 
va but did not find any. 

Founded seven years ago, Shuvu 
Banim yeshiva has about 100 stu- 
dents, almost all of them newly ab- 
servant. The yeshiva. located on 
Aqabat el-Kaldiya, close to the 
Temple Mount, became a focal 
point of tension after the fatal stab- 
bing of one of its students, Eliahu 
Amedi, in November 1986.

A very active new MK

Bulgarian born. 53-year-old 
Emanuel Zysman, boss of the La- 
bour Party in Jerusalem, thirsts for 
the cut and thrust of the Knesset 
even if Labour occupies the opposi- 
tion benches, as he believes it now 
should. 

One way or another, Zysman, 
who has a long history of playing 
second fiddle to men such as Yitz- 
hak Navon and Uzi Baram, has 
been an outsider fighting his way in 
since he arrived in Israel as a 14- 
year-old. 

His memories of trekking daily on 
foot from the poverty of the Talpiot 
ma’bara to the prestigious Hebrew 
University High School, which was 
then in Beit Hakerem, are tinged 
with a certain bitterness. The son of 
an immigrant electrician did not 
have it easy among the sons and 
daughters of Jerusalem’s academic 
and administrative elite. Nonethe- 


-less, he eventually headed the 


school council. 

Demobilized from the Givati regi- 
ment, Zysman joined the smail ac- 
tivist Ahdut Ha’avoda as a Hebrew 
University student of law and inter- 
national relations. it was through 
that movement that he started his 
long political climb, via the trade 
unions, to the municipality where he 
has held key posts dealing with fi- 
nance, education, culture, sport and 
the city’s ability to organize for 
emergencies. 

Public service, Zysman admits. 
has been his path to slow but steady 
upward social mobility. But the tra- 
dition was well established in the 
family: his father, a one-time Com- 
munist, was an active socialist; his 
mother was the head of the women’s 
Zionist organization in her home 
town in Bulgaria. 

“What drew me to Ahdut Ha’a- 
voda was its commitment to activism 
in security and social issues. 

“I support Yitzhak Rabin's secu- 
rity policies — which are the declared 
platform of the Labour Party, voted 
for by the majority in the party, the 
real central stream.” he says, firmly. 

“I would like τὸ be a member of 
the Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee because I don’t think 
Labour should be represented there 
solely by the party's doves.” 

Given his qualifications and inter- 
ests, he also has his eye on the Fi- 
nance, Interior, Social Welfare and 
Education Committees. 

What is certain is that Zysman, 
who won the support of 322 of the 
390 Jerusalem Labour Party mem- 
bers in his Knesset bid. puts the

PALMDALE, California (Reuter) 
- The U.S. Air Force on Tuesday 
unveiled its once-secret stealth 
‘bomber, a futuristic flying wedge 
desioned to elude enemy radar. 


Five bondred invitation-only

On live television he followed a 
script basically dictated by the Roh 
government, which sought a com- 
promise short of hauling him 
through the courts. 

Radical students and dissidents, 
however, immediately vowed to 
stage huge protests in the capital on 
Saturday to press their demands that 
Chun be arrested and put on trial. A 
number of his relatives, including 
two brothers, are already in custody 
charged with large-scale corruption 
and abuse of power under Chun. 

Even as the crestfallen former 
general drove away to exile, militant 
youths fought running battles with 
riot police near his heavily guarded 
home in Western Seoul. The pro- 
testers, hurling firebombs, flour- 
ished banners saying: “We don't 
want apologies, we want t0 execute 
Chun and Roh.” 

Opposition leader Kim Dae 
Jung's Party for Peace and Democ- 


racy said in a statement that the ex- 
president's apology “hardly contrib- 
uted to resolving people's 
suspicions.” 

Kim, however. told a news con- 
ference earlier that his party did not 
seek political revenge and would not 
seek Chun's arrest. 

The Reunification Democratic 
Party led by Kim Young Sam, issued 
a statement yesterday that also said 
the apology was not enough. 

Last week Chun snubbed a parlia- 
mentary summons and a National 
Assembly panel decided to issue a 
legally binding subpoena to force 
him to testify on December 7. Par- 
liamentary sources said that if Chun 
refused the summons without due 
cause he could be charged with 
“contempt of the National Assem- 
bly” and jailed for up to five years. 

The country’s investors clearly 
took Chun’s announcement as help- 
ing ensure political stability and 
prices soared on the Seoul Stock 
Exchange.

‘The new appointments, to be ap- 
proved by parliament, were an- 
nounced at & news conference by 
Gyoergy Fejti, secretary of the 
Communist party’s policy-setting 
Central Committee. Parliamentary 
endorsement of party nominations 
for premier has in the past been ἃ 
formality. 

The nomination of Nemeth, a for- 
mer economics lecturer, would 
mark another stage in a meteoric 
political career. In June 1987 he en- 
tered the party's Central Committee 
and became secretary in charge of 
economic policy in one leap. He was 
elected to the Politburo ‘only last 


May, when the old-guard leadership 
under Janos Kadar was ousted by 
Grosz and a string of reformers. 

Western diplomats describe Ne- 
meth as a radical economist likely to 
continue policies combining mone- 

austerity with market-oriented 
which Hungary has fol- 
lowed since Grosz became prime 
minister in June 1987. A fervent 
backer of more private enterprise, 
he believes market forces should de- 
termine different forms of owner- 
ship in the economy. 

“In this system there is equally 
room for the state company, for the 
cooperative, for the joint stock com- 
pany. for the state cooperative ἃ and 
State-private mixed economy,” he 
said in a September speech. 

Nyers’s appointment culminates 
his comeback to Hungarian politics. 
The father of Hungary's pioneering 
economic reforms in the 1960s, 
Nyers was dropped from the ruling 
party Politburo in 1974 when re- 
forms were halted. He was renamed 
to the ruling party body last May 
when Grosz succeeded veteran par- 
ty boss Janos Kadar as Communist 
party chief.

The body, embalmed in a sealed 
coffin in the Greek Orthodox arch- 
bishopric in Buenos Aires, was be 
flown to Athens on a Swissair flight 
leaving at 3.30 p.m. (1830 GMT), a 
spokesman for the archbishopric 
said.

It has, t6 all intents and 
purposes, accepted the existence of 
a Jewish state. It has accepted the 
need to federate with Jordan. Dan 
Meridor says: Don't believe them. 
they still want to destroy us. Their 
acceptance of statehood side by side 
with Israel is a bluff. They will start 
by grabbing the West Bank and 
Gaza; they will end up by grabbing 
everything. 

Should we believe Yasser Arafat? 
Is he sincere in what he says? The 
answer is that it doesn't matter 
whether he is or not. This isn't a love 
match, we are not marrying the 
man. The subject under discussion is 
whether to negotiate with him.

DEFICIENT ELECTORAL 


SYSTEM 
To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, - Once again, the results of an 
Israeli election campaign under- 
score the urgent need for electoral 
reform. 


Last year, Israel witnessed its 
most promising attempt to pass elec- 
toral reform legislation. The legisla- 
tive proposal — initially approved by 
70 members of Knesset in the first 
round of voting - was ultimately 
blocked in committee by the Likud, 
which finally submitted to the heavy 
(and decisive) pressure applied by 
the religious parties. 

This example of a minority effec- 
tively imposing its will on the major- 
ity - a concept which more closely 
resembles oligarchy than democracy 
- is only a modest prelude of what 
Israelis can expect under the present 
political reality. 

Israel now finds itself in a situa- 
tion where its deficient system of 
elections has bestowed dispropor- 
tionate amounts of influence upon 
the anti-Zionist haredi parties, 
which represent only about 15 per 
cent of the population. The disillu- 


- sionment with Israeli “democracy” 


which is bound to ensue -- particular- 
ly among our youth — threatens to 
have a substantial deleterious effect 
on Israeli nationalism and on our 
internal unity. 

Since the religious parties are all 
but assured veritable veto power in 
any narrow coalition, the only hope 
for guaranteeing a dynamic demo- 
cratic Israel is for its citizens -- from 
the man in the street to the elite ~ to 
mount a popular campaign to pres- 
sure the political establishment to 
join forces and to overhaul the cur- 
rent system of elections. 


This is the only way to bring some 
semblance of sanity back to our 
democratic state.

Sir, -- I was astonished to read the 
comments relating to me attributed 
to WZO Chairman, Simcha Dinitz 
(November 10).

TREE PLANTING

Sir, — Why does the JNF make it 
so hard for tourists to plant trees? 

One of the reasons [ came to Isra- 
el was to plant trees in memory of 
my late father. Here is what 
happened. 


The location of the tree-planting 
centres were not in the JNF adver- 
tisements, so I asked at the Tourist 
Bureau. The Tourist Bureau could 
not help me and referred me back to 
the INF. 


The JNF address in Jerusalem was 
the un-numbered side entrance of a 
large building. where I had trouble 
finding the doorman: and the inquiry 
desk. I was finally referred ta People 
who could answer my questions. 


I received a sketch map to which 


. the official added the number of 


the buses I could take. After a 20- 
minute walk from the bus stop. I 
finally reached the planting office, 
which is only open till 2 p.m. After 
all that. I was not surprised to have 
the place to myself for most of the 
time I was there. 


Getting to plant a tree should not 
be so difficult and time-consuming. 


The JNF should ensure that clear | 


information about planting centres 


is available in tourist bureaux and 
advertisements. This would save ev- 
eryone’s time. 

Next, the JNF should take full 
advantage of its magnificent posi- 


* tion on King George Street , making 


sure that its name is displayed prom- 
inently and having notices inviting: 
Dassere-by to come and support the 
worl 


Clear directions to planting cen- 
es are essential. Sketch maps are 
not enough. If tourists are directed 
to get off at a certain bus stop, that 


stop should be covered with JNF: 


signs and the route from the bus 
stop to the planting centre should be 
clearly marked al! the way. 

Rather than waiting for tourists to 
find the JNF, the JNF should make’ 
every effort to make tree-planting’ 
part of the usual tourist routine. For 
instance. the Egged route 99 bus 
should include a planting centre as 
one of its stops. 

Planting sites should be upen until 
5 p.m. on weekdays. It is not always 
possible or even desirable for tour- 
ists to plant trees in the morning or 
in the heat of the day.

LONDON - Kashmir 1948, Goa

India’s unwritten policy for all of 
South Asia closely resembles the op- 
eration of the Monroe Doctrine 
back in the days when the United 
States treated all of Central Ameri- 
ca and the Caribbean as its own 
exclusive preserve, and intervened 
at will to preserve or replace local 
governments. Think of the Maldives 
as India’s Grenada. 

India, with 800 million people and 
a million well-trained, well-

equipped troops, so overshadows its 
neighbours that what it wants, it 
mostly gets. There have been only a 
zw occasions when New, Delhi bit 
off more than it could chew. 
Pakistan remains ἃ thorn in [π- 
dia’s side after three wars, but it 
does not really compete with New 
Delhi for influence elsewhere in the 
region. Nor is Pakistan a serious 
military threat to India itself, except 
perhaps in the hypothetical context 
of a local nuclear war -- a hypothesis 
that only exists because of India’s 
wilful stupidity in testing a “nuclear 


* explosive device" in 1974, which 


naturally drove Pakistan to embark 
on its own nuclear weapons 
programme. 

India’s long confrontation with 
China is now effectively over 
(though the frontier dispute remains 
unresolved). It is 18 years since In- 


dia and Pakistan last fought, and the 


regional balance of power has shift- 
ed so far in India’s favour that the 
Pakistanis will certainly never again 
risk full-scale war with India if they 
can avoid it. 

On the whole, India has exercised 
its power in a fairly responsible way. 
Incidents like the invasion of Goa 
(and the annexation of Sikkim) did 
not reflect credit on New Delhi, and 
its nuclear test in 1974 was a ghastly 
error for which the subcontinent 
may one day pay a terrible price. 

But Bangladesh is (slightly) better 
off being independent - Bengalis al- 
way's came dead last in the competi- 
tion for resources in the old Pakistan 
- and Sri Lanka would be an even 
worse mess if India were not trying 
to impose a reasonably just settle- 
ment there. New Delhi does observe 
the niceties these days, ir verms of 
getting some local authou tty to invite 
its troops in, and it is not .*rritorial- 
ly expansionist.

But while with human beings’ love 
is relegated to curtained rooms or ἃ 
moon-lit sea-shore, Tel Aviv speaks 
to its residents from billboards. 
What happened between 1900 and 
the mid-1930s is currently laid out in 
an exhibition of posters shown at the 
Tel Aviv Historical Museum in Re- 
hov Bialik, and also printed in a 
three-part volume entitled Ir ba- 
‘Modaot (Α΄. City’ in Ad- 
vertisements). - 
Tel Aviv. was the brainchild of an 
unpretentious jeweller and watch- 
maker, Akiva-Aiie Weiss. In 1909, 
lots were drawn to determine where 
the 60 founding fathers would erect 
their new houses. Contractors were

THEN CAME the war. The day’s 
events continue to find expression in 
the posters.

A handful of trusted men remains 
in Tel Aviv to keep an eye on the 
abandoned property. ‘Our brethren 
have laboured many years to build 
houses and collect furniture and 
books -- you, gentlemen, who bear 
the brunt of the war, are entrusted 
to prevent destruction,” the Council 
of Tel Aviv appeals. But when the 
refugees return, after the British 
conquer Palestine, many find their 
belongings missing, or in other peo- 
ple's homes.

Rabbinate arranges a prayer for the 
well-being of His Majesty King 
George the Fifth.

ate!” The military governor of Jaffa 
District orders that rent should not 
rise more than 80 per cent of the 
level current in 1913. 


MURDER! THE CITY Council 
asks all those who can to supply it 
with information on what happened 
during the “events.” It’s 1921. Eight 
years later — murder again. Sixty- 
three Jews murdered in Hebron, 30 
in Jerusalem, six in Tel Aviv. The 
High Commissioner proclaims his 
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Reading -billboards outside Tel

horror at the “cruel acts,” threatens 
to break off the negotiations he had 
promised the Arab Supreme Com- 
Mittee to conduct in London about a 
change in the constitution. 
Meanwhile, immigration is sus- 
pended. The Labour Council of Tel 
Aviv announces a general strike. 
The Jewish Community Council 
calls for meetings. Outside 
the Mograbi Opera, 16 Jewish and 
British policemen are injured by 
stones “and direct blows” hurled by 
demonstrators. “Quiet should reign 
in the city, for such attacks may 
bring disaster,” the Municipality 
warns in a typewritten placard. 
However heavily politics weigh in 
our lives, Tel Aviv never fuily suc- 
cambs to it. Life is pursuing its un- 


even keel. “Drink gazoz at Brothers 
Shor in Rehov Herzl! Six different 
syrups!" Field Marshal Lord Plumer’ 
is to open the Levant Fair -- “pro- 
duce of Palestine and Middle East, 
cinema performances, amusement 
park, 200.” Visit the stand of Soued 
& Hares. of 94 Souk El Kouja in 
Damascus, Syria!... A strike is an- 
nounced at the Goralsi-Krinizi car- 
penter shop because wages have 
been cut; ‘‘carpenters in other shops 
must lend moral and material sup- 
port” to the strikers... Buy local 
products, the Council for Totzeret 
Ha‘aretz “pleads with the Hebrew 
Housewife. He who introduces for- 
eign flour into his house is brother 
to the detractors of our country"... 
Shame to Mrs. Litvak. a Revisionist 
party leader! 

Don't decry initiators of grandi- 
ose projects who bave not a penny 
to their credit: it is all in the tradi- 
tion of this city. The cornerstone for 
the Hadassah hospital in Rehov Bal- 
four was laid in 1925 in the presence 
of the High Commissioner Sir Her- 
bert Samuel — Mayor Dizengoff and 
the Community Council admitted 
oo that occasion that they had 
£2,500 in cash for a project which 
was estimated to cost £9,000. The 
difference was to come from private 
contributions. 


A WARNING: “Traffic in the main 
streets of Tel Aviv has increased 
lately to alarming proportions -- 
cars, carts and camels move fast and 
form a threat. as witness the acci- 
dent which cost the life of the girl 
Devora Gross. It is therefore decid- 
ed that pedestrians, as well as cars, 
carts, camels and donkeys must 
keep to the right of the road. Auto- 


mobiles should not exceed 10 kilo- 
Metres per hour." The cost of a 
busride from Tel Aviv to Jaffa and 
elsewhere is fixed at half a grush. 

Another war: Gdud Meginei Ha- 
safah requested a ban on talking 
pictures in foreign languages. 
“Don't sing, in public, ditties from 
films you heard in the cinemas.” 
People who receive communications 
in a foreign tongue should send 
them back with ἃ note. “We under- 
stand Hebrew only." 


Theatre! -- There was never a time 
without 4 theatrical venture, ever 
since the Amateurs of Hebrew Stage 
performed on the top storey of a 
Jaffa coffeeshop. Moshe Halevy, 
later of Habima fame, collected a 
group of young aspirants for Thespi- 
an glory. and they formed the 
“Ohel™ theatre. One of the success- 
ful candidates was Yehuda Gabbai, 
of Haifa — today. the director of the 
Theatre Museum of Tel Aviv. Ha- 
bima came ‘several years later. A 
public committee was formed, 
which included poet Haim-Nahman 
Bialik and Jewish Agency leader 
Haim Arlosorof, to collect money to 
build a home for Habimah. 

And there was always, it seems, a 
retigious angle to it all. In 1922 “An 
Open Letter" to the Tel Aviv city 
elders was promulgated protesting 
against the fact that a Tel Avivian 
home, that of the late Mr. Pahter, 
was decorated with statues copying 
Greck godt-sees, “Thir sr mila- 
uonist trenu snould be supped tm- 
mediately...1f you-don’t take notice 
of our request. which is the request 
of the general Jewish public, you 
should know that we shall take all 
(legal) action to eradicate this ugly 
phenomenon.” 


The invitation that never was 


PITY THE poor queen. That nice 
Mr. Gorbachev hasn’t even been 
round for tea yet, hasn't had a 
chance to invite her back to his place 
some time, but already her prime 
minister. Mrs. Thatcher, is telling 
her there'll be no Russian trip for 
her. 

The case of the phantom royal 
visit to the Soviet Union — no invita- 
tion has ever officially been issued. 
nor is one likely to be now -- pro- 
vides a classic illustration of the sub- 
tle diplomatic maneuverings that 
prevent major international 
embarrassments. 

Having appointed himself head of 
state. and found much common 
ground with Thatcher during talks in 
both their capitals, Gorbachev was 
apparently weighing the prospect of 
inviting the queen to Moscow when 
he meets her at Buckingham Palace 
during his three-day stay here next 
month. 

He could hardly raise the idea out 
of the blue, however: a refusal often 
offends, and Gorbachev was not 
about to risk one. 

80 his Kremlin officials leaked the 
notion to one Anthony Louis. son of 
the veteran and not always entirely 
Teliable Russian journalist Viktor 
Louis, and it duly appeared, under a 
large headline, in the London Eve- 
ning Standard last week. 

The Foreign Office, apparently. 
was delighted with the idea. “From 
a political point of view, there would 
be quite a lot of merit in the royal 
trip,” said one Whitehal] official. 

And close friends of the queen 
believed she would be more than 
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ready to pack her bags. According 
to former minister Lord St. John. 
the queen “would love to go to the 
Soviet Union. She has great curios- 
ity and loves to travel to new places 
and enjoy new experiences.” 

Other palace insiders revealed to 
the press the queen's “fascination” 
with the Gorbachev phenomenon, 
her keen questioning of all who have 
met the Soviet leader. and her de- 
sire ta include Moscow in the regis- 
ter of foreign capitals toured in her 
36 years on the throne. 

Those who favoured the idea of 
the trip found encouraging prece- 
dents: Princess Anne and Prince 
Philip have both been to Moscow, 
albeit in sporting rather than state 
capacities; and the queen herself has 
toured both China and Yugoslavia. 
IN THE MATTER of state visits. 
however, accepted procedure dic- 
tates that advice be sought from the 
prime minister of the day before 
itineraries are drawn up. And, as 
the queen and other readers of ev- 
ery single Sunday newspaper discov- 
ered this week. Thatcher was not 
inclined to give this trip the nod. 

Clearly, if the Kremlin was going 
to “float™ its plans via the media. 10 
Downing Street was not above scul- 
ing them the same way. Evidently 
the political correspondents of the 
Sunday press were given a “back- 
ground briefing” -- and the message 
was clear. 


The Observer put it most succinct- 
ly: “Thatcher; No. Your Majesty.” 

And why not? Again the language 
was virtually identical in all the pa- 
pers: “The concern is that in the 
eves of the outside world, a royal 
visit to Moscow would be seen as an 
historic event, yielding the Russians 
ἃ propaganda victory. Mrs, Thatch- 
er's fear is that dignifying Moscow 
too early with the outward trappings 
of international approval may en- 
courage Soviet backsliding on hu- 
man rigbts and disarmament. This 
danger appears. inher view, to 
override arguments in favour of the 
visit, such as a boost to British trade 
and popularity.” 

Labour voices were immediately 
pooh-poohing these reasons, claim- 
ing that Thatcher was simply jeal- 
ous. Foreign affairs spokesman 
George Robertson wondered why it 
was okay for Thatcher to collect pre- 
election publicity by hobnobbing in 
Moscow with Mikhail and, Raisa. 
but not for the queen. Perhaps 
“Queen Margaret™ didn't like ber 
limelight stolen. Robertson 
pondered. 

It was also noted that state visits 
take two years to arrange: should 
the Gorbachev administration have 
been replaced by then with one less 
acceptable to the West, the plans 
could quietly be dropped. 

All of that is irrelevant now. Gor- 
bachev can have no doubts about 
the likely reception of a reyal invita- 
tion. The queen will not be coming. 
Tt may be, of course, tha: he never 
intended to ask her in the first place.

IN Japanese newsrooms they 
are called the “crows” for 
their two months’ vig 
around the deathbed of ailing 
Emperor Hirohito. 


In keeping with the Japa- 
nese media's tradition of “hu- 
man wave™ coverage of ma- 
jor news events, some 2,UU0 
journalists have been drafted 
to monitor the health of 87- 
year-old Emperor Hirohito. 


Yet since September 19. 
when Hirohito collapsed, ull 
they have managed to glean 
are a few scraps of informa- 
tion each day from the secre- 
tive Imperia! Household 
Agency. plus lots of photo- 
grapbs and slow-motion TV 
footage of royalty, physi- 
cians, and blood vans enter- 
ing and leaving the Imperial 
Palace in Tokyo. As one Jap- 
anese reporter was moved to 
write, “Rarely in the field of 
journalistic endeavour have 
so many laboured with so lit- 
tle result.” 


Stakeouts have spread 
from the Imperial Palace to 
the Prime Minister's Office 
(“All is very quiet here,” a 

orter for state-licensed 
broadcaster NHK suid, with 
the desolate building as a 
backdrop), the entrances to 
the palaces of Crown Prince 
Akihito and other close fam- 
ily members, and even the 
homes of Prime Minister No- 
bom Takeshita and the Em- 
peror's physicians.

The daily high point is the 
press briefing given inside the 
Palace grounds by the Impe- 
rial Household Agency. the 
most conservative (some 
would say reactionary) sec- 
tion of Japan's bureaucracy. 
Little is ever revealed beyond 
clinical reports on the Emper- 
or's temperature, blood pres- 
sure and internal bleeding (all 
dutifully reported, often in 
araphs and bar charts) to- 
gether with a brief summary. 
“Relatively stable” seems the 
most officially favoured 
description. 


FOREIGN correspondents 
are only allowed to attend a 
weekly briefing, and media 
are forbidden to photograph 
or film inside the Household 
Agency building, and report- 
ers must run down the stairs 
to file their report outside af- 
ter briefings. 


The forecourt of the Agen- 
cy is filled with TV vans, ra- 
dio cars and mobile power 
generators. Officials com- 
plained that exhaust fumes 
were killing nearby plants, 
and despite the fog of cigar- 
ette smoke during briefings. 
windows are kept slammed 
shut to keep out the carbon 
monoxide from the car park. 


Media tents have been for- 
bidden near the Agency as 
they would be unsightly, so 
the corridors leading to the 
newsroom are now covered 
with futon mattresses for ex- 
hausted hacks. 


WORST IS the shift duty out- 
side in front of the four Impe- 
rial Palace gates to record 
VIP arrivals and departures. 
Hired cars and taxis are used 
as shelter for these stakeouts 
at $32 an hour, although 
some journalists have recent- 
ly erected makeshift tents 
near the gates from card- 
board boxes and viny! sheets. 


The Shukan Bunshun 
weekly magazine reports that 
these “crows,” mostly aged in 
their 20s. rely on express 
package services for changes 
in underwear and clothing. 
Apart from extreme bore- 
dom, the “crows” are said to 
suffer from a high incidence 
of piles from sitting around 
for long hours. 


The protracted vigil is tak- 
ing a heavy financial toll on 
all the Japanese media, Situ- 
kan Bunshun reports that one 
TV network is spending an 
astounding $80,000 a day on 
its coverage. (Most likely to 
be NHK. which has drafted 
an extra 80 reporters to the 
Palace to reinforce its regular 
staff there, backed up by six 
outside broadcust vans and a 
helicopter.) 


The health of the “crows” 
is also worrying. Two have 
suffered heart attacks while 
two others have succumbed 
to stress and exhaustion from 
“overwork.” according tv the 
magazine.

Soviet poet's visit 
to fill cultural gap 


RUSSIAN POET Yevgeny Yevtu- 
shenko, whose poem Babi Yar has 
become a symbol of Jewish suffer- 
ing, will arrive in Israel on Decem- 
ber 2 for a two-week visit, as a guest 
of the Histadrut's Ceatre for Culrur- 
al Relationships between Israel and 
Foreign Countries. He will give six 
readings of his poetry (followed by 
Hebrew translations} in Jerusalem. 
Tel Aviv, Haifa and Beersheba. 
“The invitation was prompted by 
the appearance here eight months 
ago of Russian protest singer Bulat 
Akujava,” said Rebecca Freistadt, 
advisor to Shimon Peres in the 
Council of Culture and the Arts, “It 
was then that I realized the lack of 
information which exists in Israel 
about Russian culture of the 1950s 
and 60s. Due to the loosening of the 
Soviet artists’ creative reins under 
Gorbachev, I felt that the time was 
-right-to invite an_artist:- who repre- 
sented the government as well as 
being something of a maverick.” 
Indeed Yevtushenko has enjoyed 
both roles. As an elected member of 
the State Writer’s Union, the poet 
presented a stinging criticism of So- 
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viet censorship, bureaucracy, and si- 
lence over the Stalin era at a news 
conference held at the Foreign 
Ministry. 

Earlier in his career, he earned his 
firebrand credentials as an outspo- 
ken critic of both the Khrushchev 
and Brezhnev regimes, having in- 
voked the wrath of the latter with a 
spirited defense of Alexander Sol- 
zhenitsyn. On the other hand. he 
gained official favour for a hymn of 
praise to a truck factory on the 
Kama River. 

In addition to Babi Yar, a hand- 
written text of which is in Yad Va- 
shem, the poet has also expressed 
solidarity with the Jewish people in 
a poem entitled Russian and Jew 
which was published for the first 
time in London's Jewish Chronicle 
in 1979. 


Tom Tugend adds from Los Angles: 
Entering the ranks of Soviet film- 
makers is poet Yevgeny Yevtushen- 


ko who has written and will direct a 
movie about a massacre that took 
place while Josef Stalin's body lay in 
state. 

Mosfilm has agreed to produce 
the movie, Yevtushenko said re- 
cently in New York, although the 
film may need some U.S. financing. 
The film will try to address one of 
the major problems facing Mikhail 
Gorbachev's anti-Stalinist campaign 
- the emerging backlash among 
members of Yevtushenko's genera- 
tion who still revere Stalin as the 
victorious wartime leader. 

The story takes place in 1953, as 
Stalin’s body lay in state in the Hall 
of Columns. Huge crowds were 
routed through narrow streets to 
keep them orderly, but the authori- 
ties placed military trucks in the 
streets, further constricting passage. 
The result was the so-called “Trub- 
naya Square” stampede, in which 
many were killed. . 

The poet, who witnessed the: 
event as a 19-year old, recalls it as 
“one of the most terrifying memo- 
ries of my life...it was a symbolic 
day of the terror of Stalin's regime.”

FRENCH ETHNO-ROCK star Sa- 
pho arrived in Israel on Tuesday for 
two concerts following her success- 
ful show in Jordan. Her dectsion to 
visit the two countries caused a dip- 
lomatic incident in Jordan. accord- 
ing to her tour organizers. and only 
after the involvement of the French 
ambassador and members of the 
Jordanian royal family was she al- 
fowed to enter the country. 

Sapho told a Tel Aviv press con- 
ference that she had made her visit 
to Israel conditional on a show being 
arranged in an Arab country. She is 
thought to be the first artist ever to 
combine [srae! and Jordan in a sin- 
gle tour. 

The Moroccan-born Jewish sine- 
er, who terms her music Mor-rock- 
an-wave has visited Israel once be- 
fore and told reporters that “as an 
artist I have no frontiers.” Presum- 
ably she meant both musically and 
politically, because her work em- 
bodies one of the widest range of 
influences of any pop artist working 
today. “I'm pluricultural” she said 
in perfect English. “Marrakesh was 
a meeting point for African. Orien- 
tal, French and Anglo-Saxon influ- 
ences and all my music is an expres- 
sion of the sounds that 1 heard as a 
child ~ even Jewish music. I don't 
assemble things artificially.” 

Sapho said that her style had pre- 
ceded the current craze by a number 
of years. “Ἵ first started doing this 
music in 1981. I think that it’s very 
good that there is a growing popu- 
larity for etbnic music. It is the way 
of the future. Cultural barriers are 
breaking down and so music is open 
to much wider influences.”

ALAN ALDA is a very likeable 
guy. He’s just like the neighbour 
next door, friendly and nice and 
rather nondescript. And that’s 
about the size of his films. 

They are a bit like neighbourhood 
gossip; you listen if you think you 
know the characters involved (like 
the politician in The Seduction of 
Joe Tynan which he wrote and 
played), but shrug it off when it is 
about strangers (which might ex- 
plain why Four Seasons, which he 
also directed, didn’t do much out- 
side the U.S.). In any case. it never 
goes much deeper than gossip. a 
pleasant way to spend the evening. 
entirely forgotten the next morning. 
It is urban and civilized, it has Vival- 
di or Bach or Haydn on the sound- 
track, it is usually about upper mid- 
dle-class bourgeoisie and it never 
really hurts. 

The pattern is faithfully repeated 
in A New Life, the story of a middle- 
aged, overworked stockbroker 
(Alan Alda) whose wife (Ann-Mar- 
gret) leaves, him after 26 years of 
marriage... He is too busy pitying 
himself to realize he has too oftén 
acted like the run-of-the-mill male 
chauvinist who takes his wife for

Pogo makes a comeback 


CHICAGO — Pogo, the self-effac- 
ing possum, Albert the Alligator, 
Howland Owl, Churchy Lafemme, 
and the other swamp-dwelling com- 
ic strip characters first penned by 
Wait Kelly more than 40 years ago 
will retumm next year. 

With them will come the unique 
brand of homespun wit and humour 
in the fractured Georgia dialect 
their fans knew so well. Syndicated 
internationally, the original Pogo 
comic strip was a trailblazer for 
many of the satirical strips, such as 
Gary Tradeau's “Doonesbury,” 
which currently enjoy popularity in 
newspapers around the world. 

The narrative strip with its talking 
animal cast ran for a quarter of a 
century, first hitting newspaper 
comics pages in 1948 after appearing 
for several years in comic book 
form. 

It was kept alive for two years 
after Kelly's 1973 death by the car- 
toonist’s widow, Selby, and other 
family members and friends, but 
then succumbed. 


Charged with the task of resuming 
the chronicle of Pogo and the rest of 
the denizens of the swamp are a pair 
of Chicagoans, artist Neal Ster- 
nye 27, and writer Larry Doyle. 


At first glance, Doyle and Ster- 
necky seem unlikely bearers of Kel- 
ly’s mantle. Neither is a life-long 
Pogophile. Each was only vaguely 
aware of the strip while growing up. 
Until the deal was finally signed, 
only Doyle was in full-time commer- 
cial comic strip work, and that was a 
recent move. 

For the past five years, Stemecky 
had been working in advertising, 
Doyle as a reporter for United Press 
International. He left UPI a few 
months before the Pogo deal came 
through to become managing editor 
of a Chicago comic book publishing 
firm. 

The two met while attending the 
University of Illinois, where they 
produced a comic strip for the cam- 
pus newspaper for about three 
years. The strip featured a fraternity 


and sorority of talking animals, a 
satirical hybrid of student life and 
contemporary politics. Efforts to 
market that strip failed, but a for- 
mer art director for the Los Angeles 
Times Syndicate kept the two in 
mind when the new Pogo deal began 
to take shape and helped to steer 
them into the project. 

In addition to first bringing Doyle 
and Sternecky to the syndicates at- 
tention, the college strip served an- 
other purpose. Comments from 
readers who found it “Pogoesque” 
sent Doyle to the library to read up 
on Kelly's creation. It made him ἃ 
fan, and an expert. Doyle now reck- 
ons he and Sternecky understand 
Pogo and can bring him back to life. 

“T hope 1 know the characters as 
well as anybody. I hope I know 
them in a different way than most 
people know them,” Doyle said in a 
recent interview. “I've read the strip 
and understand what its life is, and I 
understand what its principle is...for 
both of us, it’s as if these characters 
really exist, as if there really is an 
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Okefenokee Swamp,” he added. 

Kelly's legacy looms large, as do 
expectations about the new strip. 
“It's certainly a challenge. It's a lit- 
tle frightening. It’s a little daunt- 
ing,” admitted Sternecky. “There 
are going to be a lot of people out 
there who are sceptical...there's 
definitely a sense that Walt Kelly is 
looking over my shoulder. 

Some have called Pogo the best 
example of the art form ever inked. 
It was wordy for a comic strip -- 120 
to 150 words versus the average of 
30 seen today. It pulled no punches 
in skewering politicians and anyone 
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else Kelly considered a worthy tar- 
get. Senator Joseph McCarthy 
showed up as an empty-eyed wildcat 
named Simple J. Malarkey. Vice 
president Spiro T. Agnew trod the 
Strip as a hyena. 

Kelly's strip raised environmental 
consciousness on Earth Day 1971 
with perhaps the most famous line 
ever put in a comic strip: Pogo’s 
“We have met the enemy, and he is 
us." 

“Kelly said everyone had some 
good in them and everyone had 
some bad,” recalled the cartoonist’s 
widow and one-time assistant, 


Selby, 71, who married Kelly a year 
before his death. “He put a mirror 
in front of people and pointed up 
things for everyone to see,” she 
said 


Do Doyle and Stemnecky have 
enough fuel to make a go of the new 
Pogo? To hear the philosophical 
possum tell it, the world really 
hasn't changed all that much since 
he took his leave.

“stripping away of pathogenic layers 
to reach the buried objects, to un- 
cover the traumatic event;" and

dreams become “the Rosetta Stone 
of the unconscious life.” 

According to Freud, “Both the 
archaeologist and the analyst must 
reconstruct a whole from its parts: 
the remains of walls and scraps of 
china and effaced statuettes in the 
first case and fragments of memories 
and random associations in the 
second.” 

The conscious mind, he believed, 
was subjected to a wearing-away 
whereas the unconscious mind was 
basically unchangeable. As an ex- 
ample, he stated that the archaeo- 
logical objects which are buried 
deeply are preserved intact, while 
those left to the wiads of time erode. 
In fact, it has been noted that 
Freud's room began to resemble, at 
the end of his life, a pharoah‘s tomb, 
containing all of the objects which 
he wanted to accompany him into 
the next world. 

In other writings, he set forth his 
theory of ontogeny recapitulating

Historian Hans de Waardt doubts 
there were that many but has found 
evidence that at least 13 people 
sought certificates here. 

“It was a way of generating a bit 
of income for the town. People paid 
a fee to be weighed,” de Waardt 
said. 

Women were stripped and 
searched by a midwife to ensure 
they were not carrying hidden 
weights. Men were searched by a 
surgeon. Dressed only in a smock, 
the suspect stepped on the scale 
commonly used by farmers to weigh 
cheese and other produce. 

At Oudewater, if persons 
weighed more than one kilo for ev- 
ery centimetre of their height above 
a metre, they were considered too 
heavy to be a witch. For example, a 
1,35-metre-tall woman had to weigh 
more than 35 kilos to get a certifi- 
cate. 

At the museum. visitors can get a 
replica of a 1729 original, giving 
their weight and declaring it to be 
“in accordance with the natural pro- 
portions of the body.” The docu- 
ment makes no explicit mention of 
witches because sorcery was usually 
talked about euphemistically. de 
Waardt explained in an interview. 


OUDEWATER was far more le- 
nient than other places in judging a 
women to be an unwitchly weight. 
“There is no evidence that anyone 
failed the weighing test at 
Qudewater.” de Waardt said. 

Thousands of people, mostly 
women, were burned as witches in 
the 16th and 17th century and elabo- 
rate tests were developed to try and 
ferret out sorcerers, he said. 

One of the tests involved cooking 
a black fowl in the urine of the vic- 
tim of witchcraft in the belief that 
the image of the witch's face would 
appear in the brew. 

The museum exhibit shows belief 
in sorcery has existed over the ages, 
but historians have long speculated 
why accusations became so popular 
in the 16th century and why it was 
mostly women who were charged. 

Most historians seem to agree this 
was partly due to the religious and 
moral turmoil of the time, com- 
pounded in some places by epidem- 
ics and bad weather conditions for 
agriculture. 

“If there is a general sense of fear, 
one way people could explain the 
bad things that were happening - 
failed crop, disease -- was by calling 
it sorcery.” de Waardt said. 

At the end of the 15th century, 
men were accused as often as wom- 
en. But increasingly, women be- 
came the prime suspects because 
many charges of sorcery involved 
childbearing and child care. Dresen- 
Coenders said. 

People believed sorcery could be 
implicated in miscarriages or if a 
child died before baptism. Fllness in 
a child was also often viewed as the 
result of witchcraft. 

fn the Netherlands and Britain, 
execution of witches stopped 
around 1650. In France it continued 
until the 1680s, In West Germany, 
witches were killed unti] the 1770s 
and the practice was formully 
banned in 1795, de Wauardt suid.

St. Peter healing is an obvious 
reference to Freud's curative pow- 
ers. With respect to the Slave, its 
then current interpretation was that, 
by dying, it released the soul which 
until then had been held captive by 


‘the shackles of the body — a made- 


to-order-metaphor: for the aims of 
psychotherapy - to liberute the.mind 
from the continually-relived ‘trau- 
matic moments of one's past which 
keep it imprisoned in a world of 
neurosis. 

Other reproductions of Old Mas- 
ters include a copy of Rembrandt's 
etching Moses Breaking the Tablets. 
Moses was a particularly problemat- 
ic character for Freud. In his mono- 
graph Moses and Monotheism he set 
out to prove that Moses was an 
Egyptian (and only Egyptian) who 
took his idea of the one God from 
the Egyptian Pharoah Imenhotep. 
Freud expressed his remorse, “To 
deprive a people of the man whom 
they take pride in as the greatest of 
their sons is not a thing to be taken 
lightly, least of all by someone who 
is himself one of them.” 

There is also a copy of Ingres’ 
Oedipus and the Sphinx, a painting 
whose subject recounts Oedipus’ 
successful answer to the riddle 
posed by the Sphinx. It is alsa a 
reminder of what is arguably the 
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trips between the islands. First of all

ACCORDING to museum librarian

question of origins. He believed that 
mythology and superstition was psy- 
chology projected onto the external 
world.” 

“The jewel of the collection, how- 
ever, is the Freud Family Bible giv- 
en to Sigmund by his father on the 
son's 35th birthday.” added Davies. 
It contains a Hebrew inscription by 
his father which exhorts the son to 
read the “Book of Books and there 
will be opened to you the sources of 
wisdom, knowledge and 
understanding.” 

Those who hail Freud as a giant of 
20th century thought whose conti- 
butions to the modern world are 
equal to those of Marx, Darwin and 
Einstein will be interested to know 
that he actually met the latter. What 
earth-shaking conclusions emerged 
as a result of this meeting between 
the fathers of psychoanalysis and the 
nuclear world?

An attorney, acting on behalf of a cooperative society, received 
substantial professional fees from the client over a period of a year. 
‘When the accounting and documentation were completed at the end of 
the year, the material was handed over to the attorney's accountant for 
preparation and submission of the annual tax returns. 

A large part of the fees received from the cooperative society was 
shown in the attomev’s books as a deposit and not as income. Thus, the 
attornev did not declare a rather substantial amount of income for the 
relevant tax years and was subsequently found guilty of a criminal offence 
in the regional court. He appealed the decision to the Supreme Court. 
maintaining in his defence that he had left the matter to the expertise of 
his accountant. who bore the responsibility.

The court, however, confirmed the lower court's decision, indicating 
some important principles. Primary responsibility for inaccurate reports 
to the assessing officer belongs first and foremost to the taxpayer himself, 
who may be assisted by experts or advisers proficient in accounting and 
tax matters. In fact, the court will not interfere in cases where the 
taxpayer acts on such advice, unless the profession as a whole does not 
consider such an approach legitimate. 

The court stated quite explicitly that taxpayers may not take refuge in 
the claim that incorrect or inaccurate information was given them by the 
accounting experts, or by maintaining that the issue involved was not one 


particularly related to accounting. 


In the court's opinion, the issue in this case was not one of accounting, 
since an attorney is required to keep records on a cash basis. reporting on 
what is actually received. The claim that a possibility existed that the fees 
would have to be refunded because of certain opposition within the 
cooperative society was a rather remote one. 

Regarding legal culpability, the court maintained that the attomey — 
and presumably any other taxpayer -- may not shift the blame to the 
accountant or tax consultant. Regarding the evasion or non-reporting of 
income, the taxpayer's intention is a determining factor in the matter. 
The court indicated that legal action against the taxpayer may not be 
justified where there is proper disclosure of the facts and the matter at 
hand is merely one of differences of opinion, even in cases where an 
offence of omission may have been committed. 

But the court did indicate that in the event there was a reasonable 
possibility the fees would have to be refunded, there may well be a case 
for not reporting the income. This decision would appear to be relevant 
for many taxpayers not only those who are members of the legal 


profession. 


Umbrella company for 
agriculture exports urged 


TEL AVIV (Itim) - An umbrella 
company for fresh agricultural ex- 
ports should be established, but 
Agrexco and the Citrus Marketing 
Board should not be merged, was 
the chief recommendation of a re- 
port released Tuesday. 


The report. presented by Agrexco 
Chairman Reuven Eiland calls for 
an Aba of the system that is 
responsible for rts of citrus and 
other fruit, vegetblea and flowers. 
The aim of the new company is to 
improve Israel's farm-export opera- 
tions, particularly to the European 
Community, by creating a larger, 
more efficient export body that can 
effectively compete with other lar; 
ale and distributors in the 
EC, 


Eiland noted that the trend to- 


wards bigger and bigger marketing 
operations in the fresh fruit and veg- 
etable business would grow as the 
EC moves towards becoming a free 
trade area among its members star- 
img in 1992. 

The report was submitted last 
month to the Agriculture Ministry, 
which, Eiland must act on by next 
February. After that, he said, it 
would be too late to establish the 
new company in time for the 1989/90 
season, as is envisaged. 

Eiland said the umbrella company 
would initially need government f- 
nancing of $9 million. 

The new company would be 38%- 
owned by the Citrus Marketing 
Board, 18% each by the Fruit Mar- 
keting Board and Vegetable Mar- 
keting Board, and 26% by the 
government.

LONDON - Are Anglo-Saaon capi- 
tal markets too accommodating to- 
wards takeover activity? Does the 
market for corporate control gener- 
ate an economically efficient level 
and composition of takeovers? 

These questions are admittedly 
old chestnuts that tend to resurface 
at the peak of bull markets and iake- 
over booms. But they have taken on 
new urgency in view of the contro- 
versy surrounding recent corporate 
raids in Britain and the boom in 
debt-financed takeovers and buy- 
outs in the U.S, 

Some leading British industrialists 
feel the openness of London's capi- 
tal market makes them unduly vul- 
nerable to hostile takeovers by for- 
eigners who are not subject to 
comparable discipline. 

From another perspective Jack 
Hennessy. chief executive of Credit 
Suisse First Boston, argues that 
there is far too little merger activity 
in much of Europe. The fact that 
only $10 billion of the $267b. of 
mergers and acquistions in the first 
nine months of 1968 consisted of 
cross-border acquisitions by Euro- 
pean companies is. in his view, an 
indication that Europe is not re- 
structuring itself vigorously enough 
to take on the industrial might of the 
U.S. and Japan. 

In the U.S., concern over the 
post-1987 crash resurgence in take- 
over activity has multiplied in re- 
sponse to the sheer size and leverage 
involved in the recent bids for RIR 
Nabisco and Kraft, which together 
involve more than $30b. There is 
also an undercurrent of hostility to- 
wards a spate of foreign bids. 

In responding to such fears gov- 
ernments are constrained by one im- 
portant macro-economic consider- 
ation: The countries with the most 
active markets in corporate control 
- the U.S., Britain and Australia -- 
all have current account deficits that 
are sizeable in relation to gross na- 
tional product. Direct inward in- 
vestment and foreign takeover in- 
cursions represent the most stable 
form of long-term financing for 
those deficits and help reduce de- 
pendence on hot money. 

In declining industries, such as to- 
bacco, leveraged bids and buy-outs 
(LBOs) have been offering 2 solu- 
tion to the problem of high cash flow 
and low stock market valuation. But 
in many internationally competitive 
sectors such as food processing, 
takeovers are merely providing an 
alternative to di-ct investment in 
brand names and plant. In fact much 
of the activity in the present take- 
over boom appears to have been 
motivated less by the textbook pur- 
suit of a more efficient allocation of 
economic resources than by cruder 
forms of in hunting. 

That description certainly fits a 
large proportion of the more highly 
leveraged bids. Indeed the most 
striking new feature of the present 
boom is that it has been driven so 
extensively by bankers who are re- 


sponding to the pressure of deregu- 
lation on their own indusins. As the 
profitability of their core lending 
business has waned under the pres- 
sure of unaccustomed competinion, 
bankers have despatched any re- 
motely plausible entrepreneurial cli- 
ent in pursuit of any takeover target 
with a cash flow cupuble of paying 
fat interest rates and biz fees. 

The reductive ad absurdum: in this 
process can be seen in Bond Corp.. 
which has been accumulating a 
predatory share stake in Lonrho. 
despite having ἃ market capitaliza- 
tion less than a fifth the size of 
Lonrho’s. 

Junk bonds and the promotion of 
leveraged buy-outs have at the same 
time fed the appetite of both com- 
mercial banks and savings and loan 
institutions for high-risk assets that 
are required to generate above-av- 
erage returns to bolster depleted 
capital ratios. 


A second conspicuous feature of 
the bid boom is the extent to which 
the aggressors appear simply to be 
reshuffling the pack. Many Ameri- 
can academics argue that the share 
price increases of firms involved in 
hostile takeovers greatly overstate 
the efficiency gains from acquisi- 
tions and that the benefit to share- 
holders is often won at the expense 
of other stakeholders in the ac- 
quired business such as employees, 
suppliers, pensioners and tax 
authorities.

Investment bank will seek buyers in privatization 
mixed; turnover declines | Israel Chem sale to First Boston

But the process of identifying 
candidates for the purchase. whit- 
tling them down to the most promis- 
ing ones and then negotiating a final 
sale. is likely to take at least several 
months. 

Oil Refineries Ltd., in which the 
government holds a 74% stake, is 
also being readied for sale. The 
Treasury's Government Corpora- 
tions Authority, which is in charge 
of implementing the privatization 
programme, appointed the New 
York investment banking firm of 
Kidder, Peabody to act as agent for 
this sale. 


Kidder, Peabody, which was the 
Treasury's adviser for the multi-bil- 
lon dollar refinancing of Israeli gov- 
ernment debt to the U.S. that was 
carried out with great success over 
the last few months, is preparing u 
prospectus on the refineries, which 
it intends sending to about 120 pra- 
spective buyers around the world. 
From these should emerge a small 
group of seriously interested buyers. 
and ultimately a deal will be struck. 

Among the likely candidates for 
the Oil Refineries ure Israeli busi- 
nessman Gad Ze"evi, who owns 
25% of Paz Oil Corp., in which the 
government's 75% stake was sold 
earlier this year; Shaul Eisenberg, 
whose Israel Corp. already holds the 
26% minority stake in the refincries;

TEL AVIV -- Tadiran Lid., the 
country’s largest electronics 
company, will lose a record 
$37 million this year, The Jerusalem 
Post has learned. 

After losing $25m. in the first six 
months of the year, the company’s 
management had been confident it 
would show a profit in the second 
half of the year. 

By next year, however, after sone 
1,200 workers have been fired, Ta- 
diran should narrow its losses to 
$3.5m. and be back in the black with 
a $17m. net profit in 1990. The Koor 
Group, its parent company, will de- 
lay selling Tadiran until now, to get 
the best possible price. 

Tadiran’s sales are forecast to 
rise to $895m. this year but show 
little change next year. Once the 
company is turning in a profit again 
in 1990, its sales are forecast to rise 
to $950m. 

By that time, it is expected that the 
share of exports and non-military 
sales in Tadiran’s total Curnover will 
have grown. Koor will then have to 
decide on the best way of divesting 
itself of its interest in Tadiran -- 
whether to sell off about half its 
shares in the company or to sell off 
its individual units instead. Koor in- 


tends fo use the money from this sale 
to repay its huge debts to the hanks. 

The turnaround programme, 
which has just been drawn up for 
Tadiran, projects sales at its tetg- 
communications unit will drop frum 
$180m. last year to about $170m. in 
1990, At its electrical appliances di- 
vision, however, turnover is expect- 
ed to grow 30% to $200m. hy 1990,

Union pension funds 
deficit rose last year

TEL AVIV - The combined actuar- 
ial deficit of the six Histadrut pen- 
sion funds totalled nearly NIS 6 bil- 
lion at the end of 1987. around 12% 
of the funds’ obligations, Dov Peleg. 
chairman of the Histadrut's social 
affairs department, told a press cun- 
ference here yesterday. ἢ 

The two funds that serve Hista- 
drut employees, the Central Pen- 
sion Fund and Nativ, were experi- 
encing the most serious difficulties, 
he said. He insisted, however, there 
was no truth to reports that the 
funds were on the verge of financial 
collapse. 

But, Peleg insisted, the Histadrut 
pension funds’ problems were con- 
trollable. And last year's combined 
deficit of NIS 5.97b., though smaller 
is absolute terms, were equal to a 
slightly larger 12.3% of the funds’ 
obligations than this year's deficit. 
Working members’ contributions 
had risen from 16% to 17% of their 
gross wages. 

At present, the funds will remain 
solvent for the next 32 years, ac- 
cording to figures prepared by the 


1 social affairs department. But Peleg, 


said the Histadrut was considering 
measures to increase ensure it be- 
yond that time. Noting that pension 
contributions measured by percent- 
age of salary was as high as 25% in 
some European couatries, Peleg 
said the Histadrut would consider 
raising members’ contribution rate 
again if necessary. Another propos- 
al was to raise the age at which 
members could begin to receive 
their pensions. 

In any case, the six Histadrut pen- 
sion funds were scheduled to merge 
shortly, after three committees in- 
vestigating the merger presented 
their recommendations next month. 

In addition, an immediate merger 
of the Building Workers and the 
Agricultural Workers funds with 
Mivtahim is being evaluated. The 
two small funds have deficits of NIS 
229 raillion and NIS 168m., respec- 
tively while Mivtahim has a deficit 
of NIS 2.059b. But this figure is only 


8% of its obligations. unlike the 
12.7% and 13.7% of the two smaller 
funds. 

Peleg acknowledged the merger 
was opposed both by works commit- 
tees that have placed their pension 
funds with Mivtahim and by the 
Manufacturers Association. 

The Central Pension Fund deficit 
meanwhile. stood at NIS 2.027b., 
equal to 22% of its obligations. at 
the end of 1987. Nativ, meanwhile. 
showed u deficit of NIS 2.797b. in 
December 1987, 20.1% of its obliga- 
tions. And Nativ’s problem are like- 
ly to be exacerbated by the planned 
layoffs in the Koor Group. which 
lead many younger workers to leave 
the fund, hurting its liqiuidity 
position. 

Peleg said the Histadrut was do- 
ing all it could to persuade members 
who had lost their jobs not to quit 
the funds. He said although it was to 
the funds’ benefit. from an actuarial 
point of view, if members left before 
they were eligible for pensions, such 
@ move was against the individual 
member's own interests. 

Peleg also said the Histadrut in- 
tended to lead the campaign to 
make all the components of a wage- 
earner’s salary pensionable. Al- 
though pension payments are fixed 
at 70% of a worker's salary, many 
non-salary elements in a typical 
paycheck, such a an auto al- 
lowance, were not pensionable. 
Thus many end up getting a pension 
worth only half of what they were 
used to taking home. This fact. he 
‘said, was a growing cause of labour 
disputes. 

Not including pensioners with the 
Makefet fund. which has an actuar- 
ial debt of NIS 925m., equal to 
11.6% of its obligations at the end of 
1987, one-quarter of the 110.004 
pensioners received a monthly al- 
lowance of between NIS 168-334, 
Some 14% of the pensioners re- 
ceived less than this and another 
22% received between NIS 335-502. 
The average wage during the period 
totalled NIS 1,600, but only 2% of 
the funds’ pensioners received a 
monthly allowance over NIS 1.521. 


Kibbutzim investigating 
ways of paying off debts

TEL AVIV -- At the request of their 
creditors, the kibbutz movements 
have begun a serious investigation 
into how much their huge debt can 
be repaid, Amos Epstein, head of 
the Kibbutz Industries Association. 
said yesterday. 

An exhaustive examination is 
now being conducted of virtually ev- 
ery kibbutz in the country in an ef- 
fort to find saleable assets. Epstein 
said the results would be presented 
to the banks within the next month. 

The total debt of the kibbutzim 
has been estimated at $4 billion. 
with about $3.7b. worth owed to 
local banks. The rest of the money is 
owed to suppliers and to the grey- 
market creditors. 

About two-thirds of this debt is 
accounted for by the United Kib- 
butz Movement, and the other third 
by the Mapam-affiliated Kibbutz 
Artzi movement. The single largest 
creditor is Bank Hapoalim, which 


holds about $2b. worth of kibbutz 

* debt. Next in line is Bank Leumi, 
with about $1b. worth, followed by 
the United Mizrahi Bank, with an 
estimated $250 million-$500m. 
Banking officials last week warned 
that the had no intention of writing 
off chunks of the debts and 
blamed the government for the de- 
teriorating plight of the cooperative 
settlements. 

How much the kibbutzim will 
eventually ask: the banks to write 
off, Epstein said, would depend on 
the terms of rescheduling and the 
interest rates offered. 

. The kibbutzim wil also present the 
banks with proposals for closing 
down unprofitable enterprises. 

Despite its huge debts, Epstein 
noted that the Kibbutz {ndustries 
Association is on the whole a profit- 
able organization. In 1987, it earned 
a total net profit of NIS 60 million, 
and this figure is expected to be 
somewhat higher this year.

Japanese to look

AMMAN (Reuter) — Japanese ex- 
perts are to carry out a $6 million 
search for oil and gas over two years 
in eastern Jordan, an embassy offi- 
cial said in Amman yesterday.

Corp. (JNOC) signed an exploration 
agreement with Jordan’s Natural 
Resources Authority Sunday. ‘‘The 
purpose will be to explore for oil, 
natural gas, oil shale and oil sand in 
a total area of 7,650 square kilo- 
metres in the Sarhan area, 85 kilo- 
metres northeast of Amman,” the 
official sald. 

If oil is found in commercial quan- 
tities FNOC, which is partly state- 
owned, will ask Japan's six leading 
oil companies to bid for an oil-shar- 
ing agreement with Jordan, he add-

“People see runners who are natu- 
rally skinny, like Liz McColgan and 
Wendy Sly (two British Olympic sil- 
ver medalists), and think they have 
to be like them to be successful. But 
they are naturally built like that and. 
although it probably does help their 
running, they don’t have fo starve 
the-nselves to be successful.“

Dulzin: “Who’s a Jew’ bid is stupid | ~

“The proposed armendment to the 
Law of Return is plain unadulterat- 
ed stupidity. There is just no gentler 
way of putting it,” former Jewish 
Agency chairman Arye Dulzin told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

He revealed that, prior to the 
elections, he had sought unsuccess- 
fully to get the two large parties to 
sign a contractual apreement be- 
tween them, removing “this cata- 
Strophic. senseless pitfall from the 
12th Knesset’s agenda. 

“T cannot find words strong 
enough to condemn what at this 
point appears almost inevitable,” 
said Dulzin, who until a few years 
#go was one of the leaders of the 
Likud’s Liberal wing. “We are fac- 
ing nothing less than a catastrophe. 
Most Israelis seem complacent 
about it. This whole amendment is 
unnecessary. No one needs it and it 
‘won't do any good to anyone in any 


Dulzin said he found objection- 
able the preoccupation with the fi- 
nancial loss the amendment could 
cause Israel. 

Agency Treasurer Meir Shitrit -- 


who generally supports Premicr 
Shamir’s faction in Herut - warned 
this week that passage of the amend- 
ment would result in a drop of no 
less than $100 million in direct con- 
tributions to the UJA in the coming 
year alone. 

_ But Dulzin maintained that “this 
is not the main issue. In fact I find 
the emphasis on money here more 
than distasteful. Perhaps the loss 
would indeed amount to some $70 
m. or $80 m., about which very little 
can be done because contributions 
are voluntary. I don’t consider it all 
that important because it would hurt 
Israel less than might be supposed. I 
think it’s a shame that even those 
who rightly oppose the amendment 
should exploit the financial aspect of 
the question to such an extent. That 
is just missing the point.” 

The great danger, according to 
Dulzin; ‘is that a large segment of 
world Jewry would feel that it is 
being alienated and cut off from Is- 
Tael. That could develop into apathy 
as far as vital issues to Israel are 
concerned. Here the difficulties that 
Israel might encounter could be 
most formidable, if not 
insurmountable.” 


Dulzin explained that. “in the 


U.S.. for example, this could affect 
the attitude of the new administra- 
tion. which might anyway not be 
overly friendly towards Isreel. The 
power and standing of Israel is often 
Judged there by the degree to which 
American Jewry mobilizes behind 
Israel. I am often amazed by the 
ignorance displayed about the Jew- 
ish community in the U.S.. coupled 
with the tendency to weigh every- 
thing in terms of contributions. 

“The problem surely is not that 
they don't understand. but rather 
that we have completely failed to 
understand them. The question is 
not the minuscule number of indi- 
viduals who would be affected by 
the amendment, because this has 
been blown up into a mass psycho- 
logical obsession. 

“There is no way of overstating 
this. Never have I been besieged by 
so many phone calls and appeals 
from abroad. Justly or not, the ma- 
jority of American Jews think the 
amendment will make second class 
Jews out of them, and this is the 
psychological and political reality at 
hand. Failure to realize this would 
be catastrophic.” 


NRP demands eight new West Bank settlements

the West Bank, in return for joining 
the coalition. 

Meanwhile, the Likud's negotiat- 
ing teams continued meetings with 
other small parties in an effort to 
conclude the coalition negotiations 
as soon as possible. * 

No talks were held between La- 
bour and the Likud yesterday, al- 
though Prime Minister Shamir reit- 
erated that he did not exclude a 
broad coalition with Labour, an ap- 
tion he said he preferred to a narrow 
coalition. ὃ 

The NRP leaders, who yesterday 
met Minister Ariel Sharon to discuss 
their settlement demands, also in- 
sisted on building 2 yeshiva at Jo- 
seph's Tomb in Nablus, restoring 
the Jewish Quarter in Hebron and 
giving Beit-E] municipal status. 


“Without these commitments in 
the coalition agreement, we cannot 
join the government,” Hanan Porat 
Said after the meeting, at which he 
handed Likud representatives a doc- 
ument outlining the NRP's 
demands. 

Zevulun Hammer yesterday 
called on the Likud to put a 24-hour 
freeze on all coalition talks, to en- 
able the NRP to try to bridge the 
differences between Labour and the 
Likud and resume negotiations for a 
broad coalition. 

Hammer's statement, which fol- 
lowed the NRP's executive commit- 
tee’s decision to concentrate efforts 
on forming a broad coalition, 
evoked angry comments from Yosef 
Shapira and NRP Secretary Yitzhak 
Levy, who favour negotiations for a 
narrow government. 

After meeting Minister Moshe 
Nissim and Deputy Minister Ronni 
Milo, Levy said yesterday that the 
party would not object to postpon- 
ing religious legislation until “ἃ 


more convenient time."”” NRP lead- 
ers said they would like to discuss 
the timing of the religious legistation 
with a delegation of Hapo'el Hamiz- 
rahi due to arrive next Tuesday. 


Agudat Yisrael, whose leaders 
also met with the Likud’s negotiat- 
ing teams yesterday, reiterated its 
demand for the Housing Ministry. 
which has already been promised 
Shas, in addition to the Labour and 
Welfare Ministry, the post of deputy 
finance minister, the post of head of 
the Knesset’s Finance Committee, 
and funds for its independent educa- 
tion stream. Agudat Yisrael also de- 
taanded to be put in charge of Mif'al 
Hapayis.

US. troubled by Israeli missiles

Israel is able to build missiles with 
nuclear warheads capable of striking 
at the heart of the Soviet Union, and 
an inter-agency group including ex- 
perts from the State Department, 
the Pentagon, the CIA and Nasa is 
now discussing a coordinated ap- 
proach to dissuade the Israelis from 
deploying such missiles, the Balti- 
more Sun reported yesterday. 

The Livermore laboratories, 
which design nuclear weapons for 
the U.S., calculated that the Shavit 
booster which carried the Ofeq I 


satellite into orbit could transport a 
nuclear warhead a minimum of 
3,300 mules, far enough to reach 
Leningrad. 

Separate calculations at the Pen- 
tagon produced an estifnated 
for the: rocket of 4,500 miles. The 
rocket would ify as an ICBM, 
according to the definition adopted 
by the U.S. and Soviets in their nu- 

lear arms control negotiwstions. 

“We see no fundamental differ- 
ence between space launch vehicles 
and ballistic missiles," said a U.S. 
expert. “They are practically 
interchangeable.”
